and friendship long to be remembered. 












Location of Oshawa 

O SH AW A is easily reached by motor, bus, boat uml 
railway, and internally is served by a street ear 
service which runs from the lake front, to the north¬ 
ern limits of the City. The King’s Highway No, 2 t coil 
meeting Windsor with Montreal, follows a course through 
the very centre of the business: section. Bordering beau¬ 
tiful Lake Ontario for a considerable distance both east 
and west of Oshawa. this highway provides a delightful 
scenic drive as it winds its way throng# town and hamlet, 
across rich farming areas, and the picturesque hill and 
valley landscapes, resting in all their natural beauty to 
charm the traveller on his merry way. The two great 
transcontinental railways both have main trunk lines 
through. Oshawa, while during the season of navigation 
the harbour is available for cruising yachts, passenger 
anti excursion boats that ply the waters of Lake Ontario 
and the St, Lawrence. Viewed, therefore, from any angle 
desired, it would be difficult to conceive of anything 
more pleasing to the eye than the combined grandeur of 
this lake and land region so richly endowed with nature's 
framework of all that is lovely and delightful to make 
it the logical stopping x } ]&ce for the tourist and lover of 
out-door life; u veritable paradise for the hunter and 
fisherman. 


Oshawa—Then and Now 

O SHAWA has had somewhat of a rapid yet vigorous 
growth. Sinee the days w! 1 en Oshawa wus Bkae*s 
Corners until now, there has been a continuous forg¬ 
ing ahead. True, there have been periods when the ad¬ 
vancement was negligible, but in the main, the efforts on 
the part of the citizens to build the City of Oshawa have 
been successful. From the curly days when Simcoe and 
King Streets were simply cross-roads in the country, an 
unending development has given the present generation 
one of the most beautiful cities in the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada. Nestling at the foot of a high range of hills, and 
extending to the blue waters of Lake Ontario, the City 


of Oshawa is fortunately surrounded by many beautiful 
fertile areas, where farming in all its aspects, provides 
the main rural activity. 

Here, basking in a delightful climate, the citizens of 
Oshawa go about their daily tasks, each striving to do 
his part to leave Oshawa just a. little bit better than 
when he found it. 

In Oshawa there are history marks here and there 
that stand like sentinels guarding the past. Tbit Oshawa 
does not live on tradition alone. Her citizens are busy 
constructing beautiful parks, palatial residences, develop¬ 
ing restricted home areas, large and modern schools, all 
of which compare favorably with the best in our Dom¬ 
inion. More than SO miles of paved streets have been 
built during the past decade, for the convenience of its 
citizens, which have increased in number during the past 
30 years from 5,000 to 115,000, 

Oshawa has always been known as a city of hospitality 
—its citizens have been ever ready and willing to extend 
a welcome that was warm and genuine to all newcomers 
—and. it was this characteristic feature that has won for 
Oshawa an enviable record from the days when it was 
known us State's Corners, named after Edward ttkuc, and 
which later was incorporated under the name of 
'‘Oshawa” in 1842. And now, in presenting this booklet, 
which is a bird's eye view of Oshawa, we say, in all 
sincerity, * ‘ Come to Oshawa," we will make you glad 
von came and you will be sorry when you say *'Good¬ 
bye.” 

Industrial Expansion 

F oil YEARS Oshawa has been widely recognized as 
one of the leading industrial cities in Canada, anti 
rightly so, because apart from the many large and 
important industries which carry on operations within its 
borders, the City also has the distinct honour of being 
the home of General Motors of Canada, Ltd,, regarded 
as the largest plant of its kind in the British Empire, 
Borne idea of the extent to which manufacturing is 
carried on in Oshawa may be gathered from official re¬ 
turns which show that the annual prod net ion of ten of 
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Two of Os haw a's Parks and Pavilion 


the major industries Las a total value of approximately 
$43,000,000. Ii Tv r i 11 also be of interest to observe that 
the same ten industries provide work for nearly 6,000 
people and a yearly payroll of approximately $6,500,OQO, 
Fiegarding General Motors of Canada, Ltd., the Osh- 
awa factories of this great industrial concern cover over 
two and one quarter million square feet, and in these 
have been manufactured, during the past twenty years, 
more than 350,000 General Motors ears, many of which 
have been shipped to as many as sixty-live different 
coutitries in a single year. 

The factories of General Motors at Oshawa, where the 
head offices of the Company are located, present a 
unique opportunity for visitors to witness the manufac¬ 
turing of the component parts of a car, as well as the 
complete assembly of many makes of cars. Competent 
guides are always available to conduct visitors on a tour 
of inspection of the plant. 

Oshawa Harbour 

U NDElv improvement work being carried on from 
year to year, Oshawa harbour is destined to become 
eventually one of the country's most important, in¬ 
land ports. Already more than. $375,000 have been ex¬ 
pended by the Federal Government ori the construction 
of piers, dredging the channel, enlarging the basin and 
otherwise improving the whole area. When completed, 
lake boats of the largest size, those now passing through 
the Welland Canal, will be able to enter with fully laden 
cargoes. Even to-day, boats drawing up to fourteen feet 
of water are bringing in coal and other freight: for the 
factories. 

An industrial centre is usually looked upon as a place 
where cheaply constructed homes predominate and smoke 
emits from high stacks in a volume that Jills the air with 
a density of soot and dirt, completely obscuring the 
brightness of the sky. That condition, however, does not 
apply to Oshawa, the residential districts of which furnish 
concrete evidence of a degree of pride in the maintain 
once of modern homes, well kept lawns, paved streets 
and tree-studded boulevards. Many of those homes are 
large, commodious struct tires* of latest architectural de- 
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rign, with spacious grounds around them to provide the 
setting of estates* Without a drive through some of 
these lovely residential areas, no visit, to Qshawa has 
been made complete*

The Qshawa Hospital has all the facilities of 
the larger hospitals, and is housed in a spacious three 
storey building with a maternity wring, surgical wing, 
and a central section. The administrative offices are 
located in the central section, and wards arc located on 
the ground floors, private wards on the second floor and 
X-ray rooms, and laboratories, dispensary and treatment 
rooms are all located on the third floor. The nursing 
staff consists of approximately forty graduate and

A Great Fishing District 

T HE VISITOR fond of fishing will find plenty of scope 
to test liis skill in the innumerable small lakes and 
streams all with in a radius of forty miles of Osli aw a. 
Quite a number 1 of these waters are being continually 
stocked by the Oshawa Anglers* Association, and for a 
day Is outing there is no finer sport than to take a rod 
and line, join some friends arid motor to one of these 
places. Lake Scugog, 17 miles north of Oshawa, is a 
great spot for the angler in search of large mouth bass 
and mu skies; in Rice Lake, 40 miles east, wall-eyed pike, 
pickerel, mu skies, find bass, both large and small mouth, 
are to he had in large numbers; Pigeon River, which runs 
into Pigeon Lake 62 miles distant, is one of the best 
spots in Southern Ontario for muskies, while running 
north-east of Oshawa are countless small streams and 
ponds in which brook trout may be caught. There is also 
Frenchman Bay, 18 miles to the west of Oshawa, where 
pike fishing is good. 


Modern Theatres

Convenient to all the hotels there will be found garages 
and service stations where cars may be checked in for 
storage, repairs, or a general ‘ 4 fill up ’ 1 of fuel and water 
for the next day. Free parking is also available for those 
who desire to leave their cars in the open. 

Tourist Information Bureau 

Tourists to the City of Oshawa will find the Chamber 
of Commerce offices directly across from the Post Office, 
and on the main highway street* a bureau of information 
for particulars covering roads* all forma of civic activity, 
points of interest, urban and rural, and where the fishing 
and game grounds are to be found. This service is free 
and tourists are invited to make use of it. 

There are many church edifices in Oshawa, where 
Sunday services may be attended with definite assurance 
of receiving a cordial greeting of fellowship. All denom¬ 
inations are represented in the group, there being seven 
(7) of the United Church faith; one (1) Presbyterian; 
one (1) Regular Baptist; one (1) Independent Baptist; 
one (1) Lutheran; three (3) Anglican; one (I) Roman 
Catholic; a Salvation. Army and ten (10) other churches 
of various denominations.

Public Library 

O SHAWA ? S fine and adequately equipped Public 
Library is situated one block south of the main 
corners on Simcoe Street, It has a total of 11*260 
volumes in the adult section, with 4,102 volumes in the 
juvenile section. Approximately 1,000 pamphlets are also 
on its shelves, and some 63 periodicals are received by 
the institution. There is a capable staff consisting of 
four young ladies, who efficiently administered to 113,835 
borrowers in the adult section last year, and 35,264 bor¬ 
rowers in the juvenile section. The lending library is open 
from 10 o’clock in the morning until !> o’clock in the 
evening every day except Sunday, with the Library clos¬ 
ing at 1 o’clock on Wednesday afternoons from May to 
October, 


Educational Institutions 

O SHAWA has seven Public Schools, a Separate 
School and a Collegiate and Vocational Institute 
which provide admirable educational facilities in a 
city of 25,000 people. These modern institutions of learn¬ 
ing are so located in the various sections of the city 
that they are easily accessible from the district which 
they serve. 

The O,0,VX building, one of the finest in Ontario, has 
a capacity for 1200 students and in addition to the 
regular curriculum carries on a technical and vocational 
school for the training of young men and young women 
in useful trades. It carries a staff of 36 teachers and a 
Principal The seven Public Schools have a staff which 
totals over 80. Home and School Clubs are active in each 
section and give valuable aid, particularly in sports and 
social activities. With the .growth of the school popula¬ 
tion, which ia now well in excess of 5*000, it is the inten¬ 
tion of the Board of Education to open up another school 
in the near future. 
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Lest We Forget 


O SHAW A has been mindful of its debt to those who 
gave their lives hi the Great War, ami its ‘ * Garden 
of the iTnforgotten * * is an impressive and beautiful 
tribute to them, centrally located., in Memorial Park, on 
Simeoe St. South. Among 4the atones of which this 
memorial is constructed is oeip from every country which 
participated in the War on the' side tjf tlie Allies, these 
being brought to Oshaws especially for this purpose. 
Lights burn day arid night in this ‘ k (|artlen of the Uufor* 
gotten" in token of the fact that "their names shall live 
for evermore. 11 

' * The Thorn Ton Memorial Cairn’’ is another interesting 
feature, erected in 1933. This cairn stands on the King¬ 
ston Highway, two miles west of Oahawa, on the very site 
{ * where began the mission o f R-pbt H. Thornton, D.D., 
whose pioneer work in the cause of religion, education 
and social reform lots bequeathed to a grateful people a 
century of treasured gifts. * H This cairn is fifteen feet
